Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 desire  to  have  the  honour  of  being  considered 
a Candidate  for  the  post  of  Pathologist  in  your  Hospital. 

I am  thirty  years  of  age. 

My  formal  education  was  begun  in  Allan  Glen’s  School 
of  Science,  Glasgow,  where,  after  completing  the  curri- 
culum of  the  school,  1 was  for  one  year  (1898-99)  assistant 
in  charge  of  the  physical  laboratories. 

i\Iy  professional  training  began  in  October,  1899,  when 
I matriculated  in  Glasgow  University  as  a student  of 
iMedicine. 

In  July,  1905,  I graduated  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  with  Honours. 

While  an  undergraduate  I obtained  the  University 
medals  in  the  classes  of  Physics  and  Medical  Jurisprudence 
and  Public  Health  ; the  Junior  and  Senior  Arnott  Prizes 
for  examination  in  Physiological  Physics  ; the  Lorimer 
Bursary  for  eminence  in  the  ist  and  2nd  professional 
examinations  ; and  passes  “ with  distinction  ” in  the 
following  subjects  at  professional  examinations — Botany, 
Physics,  Chemistry,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  IMateria 
Medica,  Pathology,  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Public 
Health.  I also  obtained  first-class  certificates  in  nearly 
all  the  compulsory  classes  of  the  course  and  in  the  following 
additional  classes — Advanced  Practical  Physiology  and 
Practical  Embryology.  I was  a student  demonstrator 
in  the  classes  of  Practical  Physiology,  Practical  Pathology 


and  Operative  Surgery,  and  for  six  months  held  the 
position  of  private  clinical  reporter  to  Sir  William  Macewen 
(Regius  Professor  of  Surgery  in  the  Uni\'ersity).  In  1903 
I took  the  post-graduate  classes  in  Bacteriology  and 
Pathological  Histology,  and  in  1906  obtained  a hrst-class 
certilicate  as  the  result  of  my  post-graduate  work  in 
Physical  Chemistry  under  Mr.  Frederick  Soddy,  F.R.S. 

In  October,  1905,  1 was  awarded  (after  examination), 
the  Joseph  Coats  Memorial  Scholarship  in  Pathology  at 
Glasgow  University.  In  October,  190b,  1 was  appointed 
to  a Carnegie  Scholarship  in  Pathology,  and  in  April, 
1908,  was  raised  to  a Carnegie  Fellowship  in  Experimental 
Pathology,  which  position  I held  till  April,  1911. 

For  six  months  (October,  1907-April,  1908)  I was 
House  Physician  in  the  Western  Inhrmary,  Glasgow,  ^^’ith 
Professor  Samson  Gemmell  (Regius  Professor  of  Medicine 
in  the  University),  and  in  the  summer  of  1909  was  for  one 
month  Resident  Physician  in  charge  of  the  Burgh  of 
Partick  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  (200  beds). 

In  November,  1910,  I took  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  with  Honours,  and  was  awarded  a Bellahouston 
Gold  Medal  for  the  “ eminent  merit  ” of  my  Thesis  — 
“ Studies  on  the  Gram-negative  Cocci  : with  special 

reference  to  the  Isolation  and  Differentiation  of  the 
Gonococcus,  the  Meningococcus  and  the  Micrococcus 
catarrhalis.” 

During  the  summer  of  1911  I specially  devoted  myself 
to  the  subject  of  clinical  diagnostic  methods,  and  to  that 
end  made  a further  study  of  physiological  and  pathological 
chemistry  under  Professor  Noel  Paton  and  Dr.  E.  P. 
Cathcart,  and  of  advanced  organic  chemistry  under  Dr. 
Patterson,  the  University  Lecturer  in  that  department. 

The  Sir  John  Struthers  Gold  Medal  and  Prize  for 
anatomical  research  was  awarded  to  me  in  October,  19 ii, 
for  a “ Study  of  a case  of  Ectopia  cordis." 

In  November,  1911,  I was  appointed  Lecturer  in 
Bacteriology  in  the  University  of  Glasgow,  and  since  then 
I have  conducted  post-graduate  as  well  as  qualifying 
practical  courses  in  Bacteriology.

Since  graduating  I have  been  almost  continuously 
attached  to  the  Pathological  Department  of  the  University 
and  Western  Inhrmary,  Glasgow,  wliere,  in  addition  to 
prosecuting  pathological  and  bacteriological  research 
under  Professor  Muir,  1 have  had  ample  opportunities 
for  becoming  acquainted  with  the  routine  work  of  a large 
Pathological  Institute. 

Though  1 have  not  engaged  in  general  practice,  1 have 
always  been  keenly  interested  in  the  clinical  aspects  of 
disease,  and  to  the  late  Professor  Samson  Gemmcll  1 owe 
a debt  of  gratitude  for  the  insight  and  inspiration  gained 
while  his  House  Physician  in  the  Western  Infirmary. 

If  appointed  it  would  be  my  endeavour  to  promote 
the  usefulness  of  the  hospital  both  as  a curative  institution 
and  as  a centre  for  the  scientific  study  of  diseases  of 
children.
